HAIFA. — A Red Sea experl- 
ment to lure fish into the nets 
by playing them recordings of 
other fish feedimg bas met with 
Partial success, it is learned 
here. 

The experiment is being car- 
ried out by a tec unit 
of the Fisheries Division with a 
special device borrowed from 
the Fisheries Department of 
New Zealand. 

Menahem Ben-Yami, director 
of the technical unit, told The 
Jerusalem Post he had hoped to 
catch frigate mackerely — a 
small type of tuna and the most 
important commercial fish in 
Eilat — but the recording made 
ttle impression on the fish. This 


was possible because it ly a 
plankton-eating vegetarian and 
mot interested in the sound of 
Predatory Ash eating smalier 
fish. 
However, there had been 8 
definite increase in catches of 
* larger fish, since the device was 
put into the water for testing. 
Although these large fish were 
not very common in the Red 
Sea, they fetched high prices. 
Mr. Ben-Yami said he had 
asked the New Zealand Fisheries 
Department to lend him the de- 
vice for another season. If the 
department agreed he hoped to 
record loca! fish eating, to make 
8 better impression on the fish 
in Israeli waters. The original 
recording, sealed in the device, 
was made in the Pacific.

‘Morally just’ 
to exclude local 
town planners

The exclusion of Jerusalem Loca! 
Town Planning Committee members 
from deliberations of the District 
Planning Board on Tuesday was 
not only legally correct — it was 
aiso morally just, the spokesman 
of the Interior Ministry said Thurs- 
day.

Benvenisti, outraged by the action, 
said he would urge the local com- 
mittee not to work with the district 
board.

TEL AVIV. — The gap between Is- 
rael’s productivity and that of West- 
ern Europe widened last year, This 
means Israel will find it increasingly 
difficult to compete in the EEC. 

Statistics of the Israe! Ingtitute 
for Productivity show productivity 
here increased last year by 3.5 per 
cent, compared with an annual ave- 
rage of 6 per cent until 1973. In 
Western European couniries, pro- 
ductivity last year rose between 6 
and 10 percent. 

Israel Medan, director of the in- 
stitute, told The Jerusalem Post last 
week that the Israeli worker pro- 
duced goods and services worth 
37,000 a-year. His European counter- 
part produced $19,000 worth. 

‘To bridge the gap, Israel's pro- 
ductivity had to rise by 10 per cent.

One alternative is 
that Israelis reduce their standard 
of living and accept lower wages so 
as to reduce production costs (and 
thus compensate for inefficiency), 
Medan said.

NAIROBI (AP). — A move to keep 
Uganda's President Idi Amin from 
the chairmanship of the 42-nation 


Organization of African Unity 
= was reported here on Fri- 


Reports from Mogadishu, Somalia, 
zaid Somali President Siad Barre 
has suggested the OAU cheirman- 
ship should go to President Samora 
Machel of Mozambique, the former 
Portuguese colony which gained full 
independence isst month, rather 
than to Amin. The OAU is scheduled 
‘to hold its annual summit session in 
the Uganda capital Kampala later 
this month. By custom the host pre- 
sident is appointed chairman for the 
ensuing year. 

Observers said several African 
leaders are known to be disturbed 
by the prospect of Amin becoming 
OAU chairman. Diplomatic sources 
here voted some Africans fear that 
Amin’s international image, as epi- 
tomized in his recent clash with Bri- 
tain over a death sentenced imposed 
on a British lecturer, could cause the 
OAU to lose face in international 
councils. The lecturer, Denis Hills, 
was reprieved by Amin last week. 


Callaghan due 
to meet Amin, 


agency says 

KINSHASA (Reuter), — British 
Forelgn Secretary James Callaghan 
will visit Kampala on Wednesday 
for talks with President Idi Amin 
of Uganda following the reprieve of 
British lecturer Denis Hills, the 
Zaire Azap agency reported yes- 
terday. 


Informed sources in London said 
last week that Callaghan might 
visit Uganda soon to discuss im- 
Proving relations, which have been 
severely strained by the Hills case. 

Amin said last week that all 
matters concerning the Hills case 
would in the future have to be 
channelled through Zaire President 
Mobuto Sese Seko. Observers said 
this meant that, while reprieved, 
the 61-year-old Hills would not be 
freed from prison without further 
negotiations by Britain. 

Callaghan was in Rome on Fri- 
day and was due to spend the week- 
end on the Mediterranean island of 
Ponza. 
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Ist Soviet aircraft carrier 
may cruise Mediterranean 


BRUSSELS {AP). — The Soviet 
Union's first aireraft carrier, the 
Kiev, is having its first trials in 
the Black Sea, according to a 
source in this Nato capital. 

The western source thinks the 
Eiev may be ready to go into 
service next year. Another Soviet 
carrier is being built, but its 
name was not mentioned. 


The Soviets will find carriers’ 


especially useful in the Mediter- 
ranean, since they no longer have 
facilities for land-based aircraft 
in Egypt. Carrier planes are es- 
pecially handy for detecting sub- 
marines. 


‘The Kiev is expected to be 
used largely in the Mediterranean. 
It i8 possible --- the western ex- 
pert was not ready to say — 


that it will be able to use the 
Suez Canal to operate in the In- 
dian Oceun as well. Both possi- 
bilities depend on the good will 
toward Moscow of the Turks, 
who control the access from the 
Black Sea to the Mediterranean 
through the Dardanelles, and of 
the Egyptians 

Western military experts stress. 
ed the importance of the Soviets’ 
naval buildup. They say the allies 
are reassessing their ability to 
deal with it, and they point out 
that the Soviets get their oil and 
other raw materials almost en- 
tirely from their continental land 
mass, while the widely scattered 
Atlantic allies must be able to 
protect the sea lanes to get the 
supplies they need. 


Malta, Turkey, Rumania 
stymie security meeting 


GENEVA. — Senior delegates have 
reported virtually complete agree. 
ment between key Eastern and 
Western delegations at the 25-nation 
Buropean Security Conference. Some 
of the smaller nations, however, 
held to tough positions that made 
it impossible to predict a date for 
the wrapup summit in Helsinki, 


Malta, Turkey and Rumania were 
Ramed by several sources as hold- 
ing the keys to the final consensus 
required for convening the top-level 
“third phase” in the Finnish capi- 
tal which is to solemnize the results 
of the 21-month-old Geneva talks. 


The conference's coordinating com- 
mittee, meeting for the fifth time 
in seven days in a vain effort to 
fix a timetable for Helsinki, heard 
2 statement from the Maltese dele- 
gate that Malta could not agree 
to any date before solutions to 
some open questions were found. 

Leading members of West Euro- 
pean and East European delega- 
tions said that following a new 
round of informal discussion there 
seemed πὸ more obstacles to a 
complete accord between them on 
the last outstanding issues. These 
included agreement on “10 prin- 
ciples” guiding detente, the follow- 
up for reviewing the conference re- 


sults, and the hard-fought confi- 
dence-building messures in the mi- 
litary field through advance ποῦς 
fication of large-scale manoeuvres. 
Malta wants a continuing dia- 
logue between the European and 
non-European countries bordering 
the Mediterranean Sea. Turkey 
came up with a demand for spe- 
cial status in the “confidence-build- 
ing measures.” Rumania has strong 
reservations about a clause that 
stipulates notification of manoeuvres 
should be on a “voluntary basis.”

Egyptian claims $2.5m. 
for alleged torture 


CAIRO (AP). — An Egyptian law- 
yer is claiming $2.5m. from some 
“former Egyptian rulers headed by 
fcrmer President Nasser," on the 
grounds that he waa imprisoned il- 
legally and tortured, the mass-circu- 
lation “Akhbar el Yom" reported 
yesterday. 

It said that the lawyer, Shams 
Eddine Shenawi, claims he was tor- 
tured during five years of detention 
which began in 1965 under Nasser. 

The case is due to come before a 
civil court on October 18. The law- 
yer does not name the defendants.

Israel’s special kind 
of stagflation

THE LAST ANNUAL report of the 
Bank of Israel includes a set of data 
on the breakdown of our employ- 
ment by sectors, which goes far to 
explain the obvious rigidity of our 
economy. In the last quarter of 1974 
people gainfully employed in Israel 
numbered 1.15 million — exactly the 

- same figure as in the last quarter of 
1973, This included 252,000 who were 
employed in the public sector, /.e. 
close to 25 per cent. If the workers 
commuting from the administered 
territories are not taken into ac- 
“gount, the public sector accounted 
for about 27 per cent of the employ- 
roent total. 

However, these figures should be 
properly understood. They include 
only people employed in government 
and municipal services, and those of 
Israel Electric Corporation and our 
water supply companies, while the 
post office employees are, for some 
statistical quirk, included in the 
“private” sector. But so are the 
employees of al] government- 
controlied business concerns, such 
as Aircraft Industries, Dead Sea 
Works, Haifa Refineries, Timna 
Copper Works or E] Al. The same 
applies to the semi-public sector con- 
trolled by the Histadrut and by the 


Jewish Agency.

equal Meat or tex pelo employees. 
As 8 matter of fact, the private sec- 
tor was estimated to account for 
about 44 per cent of ovr total employ- 
ment only a short time before the 
war. By now. its share must have 
dropped to at most 40 per cent. Even 
the direct public employment in- 
creased over δ per cent since before 
the war, while private employment 
declined by over 3 per cent in the 
same period. The Histadrut in- 
dustries and other ventures have 
also expanded in the past year. 
Moreover, a number of private con- 
cerns working for defence orders are 


also more or leas attached to the 
public sector as regards their cost 
and wage policies. 

Broadly speaking, one may thus 
say that about one third of Israci's 
wage-Carners are not at all affected 
by considerations of competition, 
profitability — or efficiency, 
because, however redundant, they 
cannot be dismissed. and their in- 
come is virtually guaranteed by the 
State. Another third is more or less 
shielded or subsidized {in case of 
need) on an informa! basis. 

Taken together with the growing 
number of pensioners, the increased 
welfare payments, and large amount 
of restitutions and other transfers 
received from abroad, one can un- 
derstand why wage restraint or 
Productivity incentives are not very 
effective in this country. This 
employment and income structure is 
moat likely the main reason for the 
steady decline in the of 
adults seeking gainful employment 
— a decline which baffles our 
economists and goes beyond what 
can be ascribed to military call-up, 
an increase in school enrolments 
and various other reasons. 

As a result of this trend, Israel's 
active labour force has been com- 
pletely utilized. The manpower 
figure has been stationary and in 
1974 did not inerease at all. For 1975 
an increase by 0.4 per cent was 
forecast, but actually the number of 
those actively employed may 
decrease, owing to smaller 
tion and sizeable emigration. -.- 

The peculiar feature of this 
development is that it is taking place 
in conditions of labour shortage, and 
rising wages and prices, all of which 
should serve to attract people into 
the labour force and act as a Fillip 
to economic growth. Other countries 
have got used to a combination of in- 
flation and mass unempioyment. 
Israel's special kind of stagflation, 
however, seems to be a combination 
ef economic stagnation with full 
employment.

THE HIGH COURT of Justice made 
absolute an order nis! calling on the 
Minister of Religious Affairs to show 
cause why he should not refrain from 
taking steps to have an Ashkenazi 
town rabbi appointed in Tiberias. 


Two residents of Tiberias, one an 
Ashkenazi and one a Sephardi, 
pétitioned the High Court of Justice 
to restrain the Minister of Religious 
Affairs from setting in motion 
proceedings for appointing an 
Ashkenazi rabbi for Tiberias on the 
grounds that the population of 
Tiberias is composed of more than 80 
per cent Sephardim. They were 
granted an order nisi. 

No one disputed the fact that there 
had previously been two town rabbis 
in Tiberias — a Sephardi and an 
Ashkenazi — but the Ashkenazi Rab- 
bi had moved to another town in 1973. 

Under regulation 2 of the Election 
of Town Rabbis Regulations, 1974, 
every municipal area, such as 
Tiberias, is entitled to one town rab- 
bi, it being immateria? whether he be 
a Sephardi or Ashkenazi; but if the 
population of the area exceeds 6,000 
inhabitants of whom at least one 
third are elther Ashkenazim or 
Sephardim, then both a Sephardi and 
an Ashkenazi rabbi must be ap- 
pointed. 

Regulation 4(a) (1) of the 
Regulations lays down that the 
Minister of Religious Affairs must 
arrange for the election of a town 
rabbi, or 8 second town rabbi, when 
the position of town rabbi becomes 
vacant or ἃ town rabbi gives up his 
office. 

On the return day Mr. Elkin 
appeared for the petitioner and Mr. 
Adiel, Assistant State Attorney, for 
the respondent. 

Decision 

Justice Sussman, who delivered 
the main opinion of the High Court, 
Justice Witkon concurring, noted 
that from the figures quoted by the 
petitioners it would appear that the 
Ashkenazi community of Tiberias 
does not constitute one third of the

Second town rabbi does not exist. 
The respondent had argued, 
however, he continued, that once the 
Ashkenazi rabbi had given up his of- 
fice, then regulation 4 (a) (1) of the 
Election of Town Rabbis 
Regulations required the election of 
another Ashkenazi Rabbi, even if the 
criteria laid down in regulation 2 did 
not exist. 

He could not accept this argument, 
held Justice Sussman, as a perusal 
of the Regulations of 1974 and their 
predecessors of 1971 reveals that the 
intention of the subsidiary legislator 
had been to cut down on the election 
of the town rabbis. If, however, the 
respondent's argument were allow- 
ed, this would make the provisions of 
regulation 2 almost an empty letter 
as the result would be that 
wheresoever there had been two 
town rabbis in the past, this situation 
would have to be perpetuated, 
whenever the office of one of the two 
fell vacant, even though the 
members of his community might 
mot reach the minimum figure of 
2,000 specified in the amended re- 
gulation 2. This was patently un- 
reasonable, held Justice Sussman, in 
the light of the obvious trend towards 
reductions reflected in regulation 2. 

It is clear from the 1974 
Regulations, continued Justice 
Sussman, that where there were 
already two town rabbis before 1974 
they will both continue to serve in of- 
fice, as the fact that the membership 
of any one community might have 
@ropped below the minimum 2,000 in 
the meanwhile is not a cause for 
abolishing the office of that com- 
munity’s rabbi. But if, on the other 
hand, one of two town rabbis leaves 
hia office, he cannot be replaced only 
because the office existed in the 
past, if the number of members of 
the rabbi’s community does not 
come up to the required third of a 
population exceeding 6,000, as was 
the case with the Tiberias Ashkenazi 
community. . 

The order nisi should, therefore, 
be made absolute. 


Justice Etzioni 


In concurring that the order nisi 
should be made absolute, Justice Et- 
zioni expressed his deep regret at the 
fact that the subsidiary legislature 
had seen fit, 27 years after the es- 
tablishment of the State, to 
perpetuate the artificial barrier 
created between the Ashkenazi and 
Sephardi communities and allocate 
separate institutions to each of them. 
The time has come, he urged, for 
removing this barrier at least from 
the statute book.

NO ONE ENJOYS TALK more 
than a politician, whatever his 


. language. Just as (to quote the 


old British wartime - slogan) 
“dangerous talk costs lives,"’ so 
the higher the level from which 
the chat comes, the more 
perilous it becomes. 

If you cannot be sure that your
